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Do You Have a Job Skill? 


That's a good question to ask 
yourself if you don’t know and would 
like to learn. Three classes at Falls 
Church that offer useful future skills 
are Restaurant Trades, Home Eco- 
nomics, and Gourmet Foods. 

According to senior David Moor- 
man, a Restaurant Trades student, 
in addition to the usual cooking 
Skills, you ‘‘get to study restaurant 
management.”’ Kevin Grogan, an- 
other student enrolled in Restaurant 
Trades, gives his definition of the 
Class as ‘‘learning to cook for a large 
amount of people.’’ Another Falls 
Church High class that emphasizes 
cooking but on a smaller scale is 
Home Economics. In this class stu- 
dents learn the basics of cooking 
and sewing. When asked why she 
was taking Home Economics, fresh- 
man Jennifer Dudley responded 
‘because its an easy way to pass 
and | like it."’ Jenni Pimentel, a soph- 
omore in the same class, added that 
“more guys should be interested in 
it [Home Economics] because cook- 
ing and sewing are good to know.” 

The third course, Gourmet Foods, 
is an elective, as are Home Econom- 
ics and Restaurant Trades. In this 
class, students have a chance to 
make foreign foods as well as the 
usual American foods. Tina Culter, a 
Senior enrolled in Gourmet foods, 
said that they ‘‘prepare foods from 
the four basic food groups, plus des- 
serts.’’

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On December 12, 1987, a group of 
A.P. Government students went to the 
Fairfax County Judiciary Center and 
simulated a real court case. Students 
portrayed prosecuting/defending at- 
torneys, bailiffs, court clerks, jurors, 
and witnesses, but the case was presid- 
ed over by a real Fairfax County judge. 

The scene we have just described is 
Model Judiciary, a program sponsored 
by Elaine C. Bredehoft of Walton & Ad- 
ams, P.C. This year, our team was 
composed of Mrs. Petrini’s and Mrs. 
Driscoll’s A.P. classes. ‘‘The students 
were ‘coached’ by real attorneys,”’ re- 
calls Mrs. Petrini, ‘‘in courtroom 
etiquette.” 

The students, who had two weeks to 
prepare their cases, obtained, studied, 
and later, in court, used as much infor- 
mation as possible. After their cases 
were presented, they then prepared 
arguments for an appellate court, 
where the case will be tried again in the 
same way... “‘The goal is to give the 
students the opportunity to experience 
in a real manner what the American 
Judicial System is all about,’’ explained 
Mrs. Petrini. 


Not only does Falls Church have a 
Model Judiciary team in action, we are 
also blessed with a Model U.N. and an 
OAS (Organization of American 
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States). 


The OAS is a team made up of ten 
students that are chosen from whom- 
ever initially joins the team. The final 
ten are broken down to be five dele- 
gates and five alternates. 


The OAS is designed to help students 
learn more about Latin American coun- 
tries and their cultures, and to also 
bring ideas together to solve problems 
in those countries. This year, the Falls 
Church OAS team was given the coun- 
try of Venezuela to represent. ‘‘That 
was really a big deal for us,’’ explained 
Mrs. Fee, an OAS sponsor, ‘‘because 
this was the first year that we were 
given a major country to represent.” 


Finally, our school has a Model U.N. 
team. It consists of twenty students, 
who participated in a small scale Unit- 
ed Nations meeting with other schools 
in Virginia. The U.N. group, after exten- 
sive research, met in Charlottesville to 
discuss and vote on world issues. Just 
like the regular United Nations, Model 
U.N. held marathon sessions, attended 
general assembly meetings, and deliv- 
ered speeches on Italy, Iceland, and 
Mexico, which were the countries that 
Falls Church High School represented 
this year.
